time ago to the county jail at Wash- 
ington, where the charge has since 
been raised to murder. 


Campbell was shot about 1 o'clock 


Monday morning, November 24. It 
was' alleged that Goynes went to 
Campbell's room late Sunday night 
and resumed an old quarrel. Camp- 
bell was seriously wounded, but lin- 
gered ill, for two weeks while Goynes 
was Imprisoned to a.walt the outcome 
of the wounds.

from Pawnee to come for him when 
the last shooting occurred.

Price Change For 


Cottonls Slight 


Indifferent Demand Ob- 


served Week Ending 


December 5th 


MEMPHIS-OJ. S. Dept. Agricul- 


ture)—The cotton market during the 
period November 29 to December 5 
witnessed Only slight' price changes 
.with quotations December 5 about 
1-16 cent to 1-8 cent' per pound lower 
than November 23, according to the 
weekly cotton report of the United. 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
federal report continues: 


Both. foreign and domestic demand 


was said to be indifferent. Stocks of 
American cotton in the United States 
are considerably larger than for a 
year ago and exports are slightly und- 
*er those for'the same period,. last sea- 
son. 


The average price of .middling 7-8 


inch cotton at ' the ten market on 
December 5 was 9.66 cents compared 
with 9.74 cents November 28 and 16.83 
cents on the same day the previous 
season. The volume of spot tran- 
sactions in the ten markets for the 
past week was rather light with re- 
ported sales 121,954 bales, compared 
with 115,131 the previous week and 
184,948 for the corresponding week the 
previous season. Domestim alythough 
limited was said to continue directed 
to the lower grades of cotton, which 
also continue rather scarce in the of- 
ferings. Some reports said that hold- 
ers of spot cotton or all grades have 
become rather indifferent, sellers at 
present price levels, which are about 
one cent per pound lower than those 
prevailing during the latter part of 
October. 


On'Monday, December 8th the gov- 


ernment will release its final estimate 
cf the 1930 crop. The estimate on No- 
vember 8th indicated a crop of 14,438,- 
000 bales equivalent to 500 pounds 
gross weight bales, compared 
with 


final ginnings of the 1929 crop of 14,- 
828,000 bales. According to the Weath- 
er Bureau, during the week ending 
December 2, picking outstanding cot- 
ton made fair progress in the. west-r 
errTpart of the belt but the crop has 
been largely gathered quite generally. 
Certificated stocks of cotton on De- 
cember 5 amounted to about 1,000,000 
bales compared with about 188,000 a 
year ago. American port stocks on 
November 28 amounted 
to 4,200,000 


bales against 2,GOO,MO a year ago. Ex- 
ports to December 5 amounted to 
about 3,400,000 bales compared with 
3,500,000 to the corresponding day last 
season. According to the New York 
consumption of American cotton dur- 
ing the first three months of this 
season amounted to 2,700,000 
bales 


compared with 3,600,000 last 
season 


and 3,800,000 the season before. 


Grade differences were not revised 


during the past week, 


Premium staple cotton were said to 


have witnessed the same apathetic de- 
mand as did the short staple cottons. 


Souther^i mill centers said that no 


improvement occurred from the slow 
dtmand that has been in evidence for 
some time. What little interest there 
seemed to b was mostly in the lower 
grades of cotton with 
offerings of 


such limited. 


New England mill centers also said 


that demand for raw malerial con- 
tinued restricted but that low grade 
short cotton was moving in some 
volume. 


Dry goods centers said that there 


was an inclination on the part of 
manufacturers to shade their prices 
in order to facilitate sales. Accordr 
ing to the Association of Cotton Tex- 
tile Merchants of New York, for the 
first ten months of the past.year act- 
ual running time of mills was 65,000,000 
spindle hours, compared with 85,000,- 
000 in 1929, a doorcase of 20.000,000 
hours and a decrease- in actual pro- 
duction of cloth of 1,800,000 yards. It 
wa:; also said that even with unset- 
tled world condilions, curtailed buy- 
ing, etc; this is an enormous yardage 
to take cut of the market and that if 
this ;s maintained the effects will be 
ielt during 1931.

^No charge 'had been filed against 
King or Hinton, police said, but they 
were held for further questioning. 


Hanks rallied from, a semi-conscious 


condition for the first time late Sun- 
day night at a Texarkana hospital and 
was able to give details of the attack. 
He fold police ho was abducted by a 
lone man, who confronted him with a 
gun near his home, and was walked 
to a stop far from home. 


. His captor kept hirn waiting about 
an hour, he said, telling him he was 
waiting 'for partners." The man be- 
came intoxicated after drinking inost 
of a bottle of liquor, Hanks said, and 
suddenly leaped to his feet and start- 
ed shooting. 


Before the shooting, Hanks said, he 


had asked for $5,000 ransom, .to be ob- 
tained from his fall*er-in-law, E. T. 
Page, president of the bank. 


County officers said that appear- 


ance near the mill of a trapper and a 
negro frightened the men, causing 
them to shoot Hanks as he knelt and 
pleaded for his life. All the bullet 
Wounds ranged downward, police said, 
strengthening fheir theory he was 
shot while on his knees. 


King was identified by residents of 


the vicinity as the owner of a coat 
wrapped about Hanks when he was 
brought to the hospital, police said. 
His step-son was being questioned. 


J. B. Simmons, a trapper, and a ne- 


gro youth, told officers they saw three 
men in an automobile drive up to the 
old mill and leave later with a fourth 
man, 
after a series of pistol shots. 


Simmons said the shols were separat- 
ed by unusually long intervals. 


After the automobile containing the 


four men disappeared, Simmons said 
he and the negro heard someone 
moaning and found Hanks stumbling 
along a lane toward a negro shanty. 
They carried him to the shanty and 
summoned an ambulance. 


Poliqp b.elieved Hanks' abductors 


shot him and left him for dead 'as a 
precaution against identification and 
capture.
